‘BOYNE CITY - For every one of us 
who has ever coaxed a flower out of the 
ground, there is a Harold Johnson, 
gladiolus gardener extraordinaire. 

The retired school teacher calls it a 
hobby but it is an. endeavor that is 


; bringing him awards and acknowledge- 


ment from gladiolus growers around the 


. country 


Johnson and his wife Priscilla have 
lived in their Lake Shore Drive home 


here since 1976. He tetired here after 


teaching industrial education for . 38 
years, mostly at Midland High School. 

Johnson has been honored twice with 
the All-American gladiolus award pre- 
sented by All-America Gladiolus selec- 
tion, Inc., a branch. of the North 
American Gladiolus Council. 

‘‘Majorette'', his delicate orange 
hybrid, was the 1981 selection. His 
latest winner is a purple glad named 
‘'Funny Face’’ which will be introduced 
in 1982. 

The specially selected All-America 
hybrids are purchased from the winners 
and then raised professionally until the 
growers have several hundred thousand 
bulbs. The bulbs are then advertised in 
catalogs put together by commercial 
gladiolus growers. 


For his efforts Johnson receives 
royalties on each bulb. sold. ‘‘It doesn't 
amount to much—a few hundred dol- 
lars."" he said. Hgwever the first 
All-America winner in the early sixties 
made over $10,000 on his winning glad. 

“That looked like a real deal so 
everyone got in the act but it didn’t pan 
out,”” he adds. ‘‘It's more prestige than 
money." 


In addition to the gladiolus competi- 
tion, there are conventions: and trial 
gardens sponsored by the North Ameri- 
can Gladiolus Council, the umbrella 


~ organization for the numerous gladiolus 
_ societies scattered across. the U.S., 


Canada, and over 15 foreign countries 
including New Zealand, Russia. and 
Czechoslovakia. 


In addition to raising his award 
winning gladiolus, Johnson is president 
of the Glad Council. 


More: than just an organization of 
gardeners, the North American Gladio- 
lus Council is a watchdog that maintains 
rules and regulations, from an inter- 
national code which identifies glads by 
their color number, to numbered classes 
denoting size. 

For instance, if the bottom floret from 
a stalk of glads measures less than 2% 
inches. it is in the 100’s class. A floret

When he's not reaping awards “or 


overseeing the Glad Council, Harold 
Johnson works in his garden. tending 
his flowers and waiting for the next 
special hybrid to come along. . 

Hybridizing involves the transfer of 
pollen, whether by man or nature. If it is 
successful, seed pods will develop at the 
base of the floret. 

This pod contains hundreds of seeds 
and literally thousands of genetic 
possibilities. “That's the good thing 
about it, you get colors you wouldn't 
expect,”’ he said. 

The seeds produce seedlings which in 
turn yield one bulb. Not until its third 
season will the gladiolus bloom, with 
each bulb developing two stalks which 
will separate to become two bulbs. 
Around the base are bulblets, smaller 
bulbs which are exactly like the parent 
plant, Mother Nature’s way of aiding in 
quick proliferation. 


From the blooms that develop, the 
gardener can choose the promising one 
that is worth cultivating. ‘‘Out of 1,000 
seedlings, you might only have one that 
is fit-to be introduced."’ 

Color variations of the gladiolus 
tange from pure white to deep red with 
all the cofors in between including 
green, : 

The award-winning ‘’Funny Face” is 

- lavender with a purple middle or 
“*blotch’’ and yellow. inner edges fading 
to white. The-offspriig of Funny Face 
have varied from deep purple to red to 
tich mahogany. 

While growing hybrid gladiolus may 
seem like a pell-mell operation, Johnson 
Says it is possible to keep track of 
parentage under a controlled situation. 

Johnson seems matter-of-fact about 
the skill that brings him national awards 
and recognition from the professional 
growers. 

“It’s an interesting hobby, although 
it doesn’t make any money and it's one 
heckuva lot of work!"*

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Anti-condo sentiment grows 


Monday’s decisive vote against a new condominium 
project in Eveline Township apparently. signals more 
evidence of the increasing feeling against, not only 
condos, but new development and new people in the 


area. 


We saw. some evidence of the anti-condo and 
anti-growth feelings two years ago as local residents 
forced an election on the question of closing Front 
Street in Boyne City to make more room for the 


Harborage. condominiums. That situation was more 
complex, however, since zoning on the land in 
question already allowed development. 

The Eveline Township situation is different because 
it required rezoning for a relatively large (72 units) 
complex in a rural area. It’s a more clear-cut question 
of, ‘‘Do we want development or don’t we?’’ The 


citizens clearly said no. 


But of course, there is also the question of the 
property owner's rights. Developer Art Seaborne of 
Petoskey plans to appeal the decision in court and he 
is confident he will win. It will be an interesting case 
to watch, whether or not it ends up in court. 

A letter to township voters circulated by opponents 
to the condo project says the higher density of a 


condominium project is their primary objection. 
When viewed in terms of the 130-acre parcel on 

which the 72 Hemingway Pointe condos are proposed, 

the density is not high. But the opponents point out 


that the lakefront itself would be crowded with more 


shoreline. 


housing units than would be allowed “under single: 
family residential zoning. 

The township ordinance specifies a minimum 100 
ft. lot width on lakeshore homes, which would allow 
only 40 homes on the 4,000 ft. Hemingway Pointe 


Hopefully some reasonable compromise can be 
reached. The developer points out that he could: build 
many more than 40 homes if he fully developed his 
130 acres, so he feels he has already compromised by 
scaling down his project to 72 condo units. 

Both sides have defensible points. The opponents 
want to preserve the rural atmosphere of their 
township, while the developer points to the tax 


advantages and says that, ‘‘It could be much worse."’ 


It's certainly a hard one to call. 
resolution may not please anybody, the one bright 
spot in all of this is the trend that citizens are 
becoming more invoived and concerned about ‘local 
affairs, and developers are being forced to carefully 
consider local feelings before they can proceed with 
their projects. Public scrutiny isn't always bad.

The 
word ‘‘victim’’ seemed to be a logical 
was to describe someone with cancer, so 
it wasn't changed anywhere along the 
line. 

It should have been. After several 
calls from people with cancer and the 
Coping With Cancer? group, I realized 
that by using that word | had done 
exactly what the support group was 
trying to un-do, Their objective, I have 
since learned, is-to take the sting out of 
being ‘‘victimized’’ by cancer. 

Fortunately, I later had the oppor- 


tunity to interview Coping With Can- 
cer? leaders and found that they are 
some of the most progressive thinkers 
in the area. 

Not only do they share with and listen 
to the problems of people with the 
disease but they hope to form a 24-hour 
care system for the terminally ill. Their 
program is educational and empathetic. 

Cancer is a disease that is as- 
sociated with fear, pain and dying. 
However, with a community-based 
support group as determined and 
knowledgeable about the disease as is 
Coping With Cancer? the fear can be 
quieted. 

The holistic health cares and concerns 
exhibited by Catherine Jessup, Geri 
Howard and Kathleen Smith, leaders of 
the Coping group, have helped many to 
understand that coping with cancer is 
an aspect of life that is in its own way 
tewarding and life enriching.

It was delightful but also somewhat 
miffing to find the waxwing family so 
nearby. Al! summer they had been 
operating through the rich foliage and I 
had never known it. 

Back in February or March there had 
been a twittering throng of them dining 
on the small apples still on the tree 
down by the road. But I thought the 
birds had all flown north at nesting 
time. 


I have tried to be a naturalist, sitting 
on a stump at the edge of a woods, 
watching to learn what goes on, but I 
always do much better if nature 


distracts me while I am at work 
outdoors.

A man called Feodor Protar, who 
lived on Beaver Island from 1893 until 
his death in 1925, is not only a coforful 
and well-loved figure in island history, 
but he also seems the epitome of a turn 
mind that brings people to the island.

1838) with brains, imagination, talent 
and. generations of first-rate: scholars 
behind him. His father and grandfather 
were both professors at the University 
of Dorpat, in a Russian-controlled Baltic 
State of Livonia. 

The family was actually from France . 
and Germany, but this birth place made 
Protar a Russian citizen. Relatives in 
Europe contacted the Beaver Island

and the more they bring to light about 
Protar the. more interesting he gets. 
He was.a restless individual, some- 


how. As a boy he disliked the discipline’ 


of school and was a ‘‘bad”’ student at 
first, Eventually he completed a course 
of study in civil engineering at a 


, European university, but he turned 


right around and became an actor 
instead. 


At the age of 31 he married, but four: q 
‘years later he' disappeared without a 


word to anybody and went to America, 
where he made good with his gifts for 
theater and journalism. He acted, did 
readings, wrote for newspapers and 
finally, in Rock Island, Llinois, he 
became editor and owner of a German- 
language newspaper and made. it a 
great success. 

But ‘after 11 years of that,“ the 
unpredictable Protar quietly sold out 
and bought a house with acreage. on 
Beaver Island. And at the age of 55 he 
stopped being restless. He lived out the 
last 32 years. of his 87 looking after his 
property, growing his own food, im- 
proving his mind and. helping his 
neighbors with a practical knowledge of 
medicine, that he had picked up some- 
where in his rambling life. The whole 
story is in the issues of the ‘‘Journal of 
Beaver Island History’? and other 
books, 

Protar’s homestead, and a shrine the 
islanders built for him, are still to be 
seen—like his life and the island itself, 
kind of a monument to searching and 
contentment.’
